He is the Rev.: Theophilus Jo- 
seph Alcantara, pastor of Saint 
Ambrose African Orthodox Church, 
who was selected by the Ameri- 
can Labor Party in Albany last 
Friday to become a candidate for 
‘thé Assembly from the 17th. Dis- 
trict. t 

The endorsement -of the Rev. 
Alcantara was no surprise to either 
he or his friends because as long. 
ago as July. 4, it was intimated 
by the heads of the American La- 
bor Party that he would be chosen. 

He will oppose Fred G; Moritt, 
white, and: present Assemblyman 
from the 17th and long a stalwart 
Tammanyite, Moritt and six other 
Tammany-Assemblymen, in Brook- 
lyn have been marked as “sche- 
duled to got by. the American 
Labor „Party. : 

The Rev. Alcantara, it was. re- 
vealed, was sélected to make the 
race chiefly because of the large 
Negro vote in the Bedford-Stuy- 
vesant section. At least 60% of 
the vote there is confined to the 
Negro, itt was learned. 

Already, the Rev. Alcantara has 
been promised the support of the 
Rev. Thomas Harten. Asked this 
week of he thought he would re- 
ceive the help of the Rev. Harten 
and; other prominent Brooklyn 
ministers, the Rev. Alcantara re- 
plied; “Yes,. Rev. Harten told me 
several weeks ago that if I was 


endorsed by the American Labor 
Party, he-would do everything he 
possibly could to help me." 
Stocky of build, energetic and 
intensely interested in the civic 
affairs of Brooklyn, the Rev. Al- 
cantara is known as "the fighting 


minister." 

Only last year, he was poll 
watcher ‘for the American Labor 
Party in his district. He gained 
prominence in Brooklyn during 
1985 when he led a parade of 5,000 
down Fulton. street, in, protest 
ef Mussolini's conquest of Ethi- 
,opia.; Later, he and his group sent
